The inventions that are set forth in claims 1, 2 and 
4-15 are novel and involve an inventive step in relation 
to documents 1-4 cited in the international search report. 

Specifically, a shape memory alloy wire comprising a 
TiNi alloy with a Ni content of 49-52at.%, wherein the 
wire is obtained by cold drawing; has a diameter of 60ym
